from hin: He grows poor, and is much in Debt by 
he extraordinary Charges of a Family and Servants :

Qu 2, If the laji be Negatively refolved, Whether the Au- 
rf rhy of an Husband, and ihe Circumftances of the Cale, 
will not Warrant the Defertion of ber Bed, by way of Cor- 
rection, ( not Revenge ) or fome other way of Corretion, and 
west ? 

Q. 3. How 4 Wile and Honejt Man ought to bebave him- 
felf in fo difficule a mater ? 


An{w. In General — That tho’ this Matter of Fact be 
trie, which We fee no reafon to fulpeét, yet there are, 
We believe, Ten Inftances of our Sexes dealing in this 
manner with the poor Women, to one of theirs thus 
making Keprizals upon us. 

To your Queftions, the Second of which we fhall An- 
fwer firtt, Whether “sis nor Lawful to Delert ber Bed? And 
We think it is Lawful, provided all other Means have 
fir been ufed, and that your doing fo wou'd be a Pn- 
nifhment to her, not to your felf only. 

To the firt Queftion, Whether it be lawful for bim in 
fuch 2 Cafe to leave bis Wife ? We reply, as before, We 
think it is awful, rather than ffay and be ruin’d ; {till 
provided that all Means poffible have been ufed to 
bring her to a better mind, before he comes to that 
laff Extremity, and what Means thofe are will come un- 
der the Third Queftion : 

What a Wile and Honeft Man ought so do in the prefent 
Cafe ? He ought, 1. To Enquire into the Cauje of her 
Diflike, whether it ben’t really greater and more juft 
than perhaps he judges, who may be byafs'd by his 
ovn Intereft — and if he finds the Caufe, if poflible, re- 
move it ; then to confider her Temper, if fhe’s a Wo- 
man of Spirit, Force and Violent Methods are dange- 
rous, and like co be ineffeétual, unlefs to make the 
Breach wider. Your beft way, We think, wou'd be to 
acquaint fome of her own Relations with it, for ‘ds a 
hard matter it there are none of ‘em 14 ije or Honeft, and 
willing co do you Fujtice, and it they’d efpoufe the bu- 
finc{s, ‘cwou'd look with a better Face, and what they 
fay wou'd feem more difinterefted than advice which 
came from any other. Or if that way can’t be taken, 
mayn't tome Minifter whom fhe refpects, have Influence 
enough to perfwade her to more Generofity and Ju- 
ftice ? if not, and none of thele Methods will do, find 
cut an bonet Lawyer, and try whether he cant help 
you 


Queft. 2. I have had the Advantage of an Ingenious 
Education, under the Pious Care of very good Parents, 
and was inftrufted in the Rudiments of the Chriftian

the Deity ; | found fome Satisfaction in the Belief of 
a firft Caufe, upon Foquiry into the Nature of things, 
and for the reft I could not perfwade my felf concern- 
tng them. I believe thofe Men to be mighty Happy whe 
have a firm Perfwaflon of the Truth of thete things, 
and "tis of great ule to fweeten our Various Croffes 
and Milsfortunes. 1 find the Credenda are to me more dif 
agreeable than the Agenda. I have a Natural or acquir'd 
tendency to Virtue and Innocence, which has gain’d 
me no final] Reputation. I mention my Education and 
way Of living, that you may think I have not debauche 
my felf into this Circumftance. Pray, Gentlemen, not on- 
ly your Thoughts but Directions in this Affair ; I am really 
very ferious, and defire your |yeedy An{wer ; you are the firft 
to whom I have Communicated my Thoughts, which may be 
of ufe to many others as well as to me ? 


An(w. The Fxiltence of fome Intelligent Author of 
what we daily fee and Converte with, is too evident for 
any Manto doubrc of, ( how much foever the contrary 
fhould be his Intereft) provided he dares give himfeif 
the Liberty of thinking, but your Satisfaétion in this 
Point does prevent what might be faid on this Head ; 
tis the Immortality of the Soul, the certainty of future 
Retributions, whether Rewards or Punithments, that 
you feem to be diflatisfy'd in, and perhaps you have 
Joft your felfin the fearch of tuch Demonftrations as
